Frank A. Short Is Speaker at 
Dinner at Davis 
Cafe 


With Frank A. Short, assist- 
ant chief of the electrical de- 
partment of Industrial Relations, 
division of industrial accident 
and safety for the southern dis- 
trict of the state of California, 
as their after-dinner speaker, a 
group of electrical contractors 
and inspectors met this noon at 
the Davis cafe. 

Mr. Short, who has his head: 
quarters in Los Angeles, told of 
the work of his department as 
it covers the electric wiring of 
factories, theaters and all public 
buildings, with the exception of 
public schools; he told of the 
work of his office with the city 
electrical inspectors, and among 
other things stated that it was 
only through the closest co-op- 
eration between his office and 
the city men that it was possible 
to function 100 per cent. 

Following Mr. Short’s interest- 
ing talk, he invited his hearers to 
ask questions pertaining to the 
work they were interested in, 
and several of the electric engi- 
neers and lectric jobber-dealers 
responded. 

James M. Evans, electrical en- 
gineer and a member of the 
board of fire underwriters of the 
Pacific coast, was toastmaster, 
and in turn introduced the speak- 
ers. Mr. Evans, who is a clever 
and well-informed speaker, also 
told a littleo f his work and in 
turn introduced H. N. Beeche~, 
who was kindly daubed ‘the 
dean of electrical inspectors.” 

Mr. Beecher, a veteran electri- 
cal engineer, who is chief inspec- 
tor of the electrical division of 
buildings and safety for the city 
of Los Angeles, ,did not speak 
so much of his work as he did 
the advisability of organizing the 
electrical men of this district 
into a live wire working organi- 
zation.
